DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 33-42 and 44 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to adequately teach or suggest a 
rhinoplastic kit including an implantable strut having a first connector element and a 
rhinoplastic augment having a second connector element, with the first connector 
element including material perpendicular to plane of the strut thereby forming a resilient 
receptacle wherein the second connector of the augment may be snap fit into the first 
connector thereby maintaining secured connection without the use of screws. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
